day in a major test of Egyptian 
nationalization

British shipping circles predicted 
utter chaos would result. 
World 
attention 
was focused 
more on the canal itself than on 
world-wide diplomatic efforts by 
the 
West to set up 
a “ users as­ 
sociation” 
to move its own ships 
through the csnal. 
Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles was fly­ 
ing 
to London Monday 
for 
lu ­ 
nation talks on the proposal. 
About 25 Russian pilots w ert re­ 
ported in Egypt to help as pilots 
and technicians, but today’s effort 
was almost all-Egyptian with the 
aid of a handful of Greek and oth­ 
er Europeans. 
Most of the Euro­ 
pean pilots walked off their jobs 
shortly before midnight. 
The Egyptian government news­ 
paper Al Gomhouria reported ta 
blazing headlines that 41 Russian 
pilots arrived in Cairo by plane 
shortly before midnight in a spe­ 
cially chartered Yugoslav airliner 
and proceeded to the canal im­ 
mediately to take up their duties. 
It quoted the pilots as saying 
“We consider Egypt our second 
home . . . we are 
happy to be 
here 
and help 
your 
people 
rid 
them selves 
of 
the 
imperialist 
yoke.’* 
Record Size Convoy 
I 
One of today’s convoys 
was of 
record-size—30 ships. It was mov­ 
ing northward from Suez. A sec­ 
ond convoy of 13 ships moved out 
of Port Said southward while dos- 
ens of other ships were stacked up 
at each end of the canal awaiting 
transit. 
Fifty ships steam ed through the 
canal 
Friday, 
an all-time 
high, 
and an official Egyptian source 
accused Britain and France of de­ 
liberately increa tog the number 
of ships to make it more difficult 
for Egypt to maintain canal navi­ 
gation. 
Should Egypt succeed in keep­ 
ing canal traffic running it would 
strengthen its petition in the Suet 
dispute.

arrangements to send many ships 
around the Cape of Good Hope.

The Western Big Three rushed

Truman Still 
Unconvinced 


Editorial - BY BRUCH B10SSAT 
It is more than six years since , 
Alger Hiss was convicted on per­ 
jury charges growing out of his 
denials that he passed State De­ 
partment secrets to the Commun­ 
ists. Yet former President Harry 
Truman still insists Hiss was not 
a Red spy. 
Mr. Truman did not resurrect 
this bit of history. 
A newsman 
asked him about Hiss on a TV 
interview. 
His answer to the spy 
question was a categorical “ no.” 
The query was not the kind the 
former president would be likely 
to duck. 
But his flat “ no” is an 
insufficient reply. 
It needs sup­ 
porting evidence, inasmuch as it 
goes directly counter to the firm 
findings of a federal court. 
Admittedly Mr. Truman is not 
a lawyer. 
Nevertheless, even a 
layman must grasp that you must 
offer something solid if you want 
.people to believe that a court mis­ 
judged a case. 
Mr. Truman’s problem is to find 
the means to refute evidence which 
satisfied the federal grand jury 
that brought down the Hiss indict­ 
ment, and enabled U. S. attorneys 
to convince a popular jury that the 
charges were true. 
What was that evidence? 
Basically it consisted of docu­ 
ments in Hiss’ handwriting or writ­ 
ten on Hiss’ home typewriter which 
aet forth key details of State De­ 
partment secrets. 
These papers 
were in the possession of Whittaker 
Chambers, confessed Communist 
courier. 
Hiss only belatedly acknowledg­ 
ed knowing Chambers when the 
latter demonstrated 
conclusively 
that he had detailed information 
about the Hiss home and the Hiss 
way of life. 
Then he told con­ 
gressional investigators Chambers 
had once rented a room at his 
place. 
There was never any denial that 
Hiss wrote the handwritten notes 
Chambers produced in court. Hiss 
tried to suggest that these had 
not in fact been passed to Cham­ 
bers but were stolen from his State 
Department desk. 
But he never 
showed plausibly how Chambers 
or another Red agent could have 
had access to that desk. 
Even more decisive w'tre the 
typewritten documents. It was not 
hard to prove they came from the 
Hiss typewriter. 
The government 
went further and showed that Mn. 
Hiss did some of the typing. Her 
characteristic typing habits were 
revealed by comparison with other 
material she typed. 
A jury might well have a nag­ 
ging doubt about notes left on a 
State Department desk. 
But in­ 
formation 
deliberately 
typed at 
home by the defendant’s wife could 
not be easily explained away. It 
never was. 
One wonders what inquiries Mr 
Truman has had under way these 
many years which now permit him 
to say flatly, in the face of this 
evidence, that Hiss was not a spy. 
Unless he has something sub­ 
stantial to offer, he really ought 
to duck this one and keep to other 
topics in the fall campaigning.

Soil Bank 


The act which provides the bas­ 
is of the Soil Bank program was 
enacted into law on May 28. Fol­ 
lowing its passage it was necessary 
to develop administrative rulings 
and regulations applying to the 
program and farm ers have had 
little time or opportunity to ac­ 
quaint themselves with its provis­ 
ions. 
The program was put into 
effect so late that for practical 
reasons the effectiveness of the 
program cannot be judged intelli­ 
gently this year.

Fatten Cattle on Good 
Pasture to Save 


Farm ers who fatten their cattle 
on good pasture during the next 
few months can make savings in 
feed up to 20 percent on corn 
and 30 percent on protein con­ 
centrates per IOO pounds of beef 
produced. 
That was the statement made 
by a prominent midwest exten­ 
sion animal husbandman. 
He also said 
pasture feeding 
offers the best opportunity for 
maximum profits on beef cattle 
la the period immediately ahead. 
Where cattle have gained more 
than one and one-half pounds per 
day during the previous winter, 
he recommends feeding about four 
pounds of ear conr per day during 
the early pasture season. Then be­ 
ginning about July I, he suggests 
increasing the rate of grain feed­ 
ing, depending on the quality of 
the pasture. 
The Middle West Soil Improve­ 
ment Committee points out that 
high-yielding pasture stands are 
essential if the farm ers are to 
produce beef profitably with a 
limited amount of corn and pro­ 
tein. This, in turn, depends on the 
•oil’s fertility level. When soils 
•re well supplied with 
needed 
plant nutrients, legume yields are 
good and quality is high, the com­ 
mittee says. 
Legumes particularly need sub­ 
stantial amounts of phosphate and 
potash to make thick, high-yield­ 
ing growth. These nutrients can be 
supplied in the form of commer 
c ill fertilizer. Where needed, lim­ 
ing the soil will pay, the commit­ 
tee says.

It takes some 
know-how, work, and expense to 
get a good lawn, says Lowell R. 1 
Tucker, SIU horticulturist. 
The best practice is to treat the 
whole lawn area as if it were poor 
soil, he says. Quite often the home 
owner has little more than subsoil

These general steps are advocat­ 
ed. 
First, establish the proper slope 
for the lawn so that the drainage 
is away from all buildings. 
Next, get fertility into the soil. 
Five pounds or more of 3-12-12 com­ 
mercial fertilizer per IOO square 
feet—depending on the general fer­ 
tility of the soil—should be added 
Organic m atter also is needed for 
soil conditioning and erosion pre­ 
vention. 
Manure is excellent but 
may cause an undesirable odor 
and introduce weeds and parasites. 
Straw, leaves, or sawdust are good 
for organic m atter if extra nitro­ 
gen is added to help with decom- 


i position. 
If clover is to be includ­ 
ed in the grass mixture, add 20 
pounds of agricultural limestone 
per IOO square feet of lawn. 
Then, work the ground into a 
fine condition, mixing in the fer­ 
tilizer and compacting the soil with 
a lawn roller or other tool. 
Fourth, scatter the seed mixture 
—either by hand or with a regular 
seeder. Divide the seed, distribut­ 
ing one portion lengthwise and the
